These documents 
were referred to this agency for a releasability determination and direct response to 
you. 

For your information, this office assigns incoming requests to one of three tracks: 
simple, complex, or expedited. Each request is then handled on a first-in, first-out 
basis in relation to other requests in the same track. Simple requests usually 
receive a response in about a month, whereas complex requests necessarily take 
longer. At this time, your request has been assigned to the simple track.
